8. (a) A candidate for the Buildings and Roads 
cadre must have attained tlw age of ft) and 
must not ha ir o attained 111” ago of 25 on (he 
1st Au. e,ust 1956, i.e., he must have been born 
li >i epilnr than the 2nd Ai'nist 1031 and not 
Kw fail the ht August 1036, provVM (hat 
Lh-> upper age limit of 25 will be r<daxable 
up to 28 in the case of lanclidaVs who are 
permanert'y employed under the En;. inc:r-in- 
Chief, Army Headauavter.s, or who ytie con- 
l i nuou~ 1 v in temporary service the 

Engineer-lr-Chiaf, \rmy Headquarters, for at 
Past 3 vo i: i o’- who were wi f hin the above 
specific l ace Emits on the dale of their em- 
ployment under the Engineer-in-Chicf, Army 
Hr-a.lqi'-iit'r , uch rehixatinn being limited 
to two examinations only. 

Note— T he upper age limits prescribed above will be 
rolaxable. — 

(il Up to a maximum of 5 years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe. 

(n) Up to a maximum of years if a candidate 
is a bona fide displaced person from Pakistan 
or from the unliberated areas of Jammu and 
Kashmir. This concession will not, how- 
ever, be admissible to a candidate who 
has already appeared at five previous exami- 
nations, or in the case of those employed under 
the Engineer-in-Chicf, Army Headquarters, at 
seven previous examinations. 

(in) Up to a maximuih of 8 years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide displaced person 
from Pakistan or from the unliberated areas 
of Jammu and Kashmir. This concession will 
not, however, be admissible to a candidate who 
his already appeared at ten previous examina- 
tions or in the case of those employed under 
the Engineer-in-Chlef, Army Headquai'ters, at 
twelve previous examinations. 

(iv) Up to a maximum of 3 years if a candidate 
is a resident of the former French Settlements 
which have now become part of India and 


has been receiving his education through the 
medium of French. 

8. (b) A candidate for Lhe Electrical and Mecha- 
nical cadre must have attained the age of 29 
and must not have attained the age of 25 on 
the 1st Augu.fi (956, i,e., he must have been 
bo» n not earlier than the 2nd August 1931 
anl not later than 1st August 1936, provided 
tnai L he upper age limit of 25 will be rclaxable 
up to 30 m the case of candidates who are 
permanently employed under the Engineer-in- 
Chiof, Army Headquarters, or who were con- 
tinuously _ m temporary service under the 
Encine?r-in-Chief, Army Headquarters, for at 
lead 3 years or who were within the above 
specified age limits on the date of their em- 
ployment under the Enginecr-in-Chicf, Army 
Headquarters, such relaxation being limited to 
three examinations only. 

Non, .—The upper age limits prescribed above will 
b^. relaxabio: — 

(i) Up to a maximum ot 5 years if a’ candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe. 

(ii) Up to a maximum of 3 years if a candidate 
is a j bona fide displaced pei-son from Pakistan 
or from the unliberated areas of Jammu and 
Kashmir. This concession will not, however, 
be admissible to a candidate who lias already 
appeared at five previous examinations or in 
the case of those employed under the 
Enpineer-in-Chief, Army Headquarters, at 
eight previous examinations. 

(in) Up to a maximum of eight years if a candi- 
date belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Sche- 
duled Tribe and is also a bona fide displaced 
person from Pakistan or from the unliberated 
areas of Jammu and Kashmir. This conces- 
sion will not, however, be admissible to a 
candidate who has already appeared at ten 
previous examinations or in the iase of those 
employed under the Engineer-in-Chicf, Army 
Headquarters, at thirteen previous examina- 
tions. 

(iv) Up to a maximum of 3 years if a candidate 
is a resident of the former French Settlements 
which have now become part of India and 
has been receiving his education through the 
medium of French. 

(2) In para. 1 of Appendix IV under the heading 
ratec of pay for the existing entry substitute
